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Virginia, or Ohio, or the Province of Ontario without subjecting the 
body to delay, provided the rules of the State or provincial boards of 
health do not conflict with any of the preceding rules in these regulations.

Eules relative to transportation of dead bodies are similar to those 
adopted by the State of Ohio. 

Interstate quarantine regulations relative to transportation of dead bodies. 

Article III, paragraph 5, Interstate Quarantine Eegulations, provide 
as follows : The body of any person who has died of a quarantinable 
disease shall not be transported save in hermetically sealed coffins, and 
by the order of the State or local health officer.
